to defend the liberties of others) co. eftablifh fo 
numerous .and permanent a force as may enable 
it at all times to aét with epee abroad, 
without endangering its own fafery or liberties at 
home, Such undoubtedly may be the confe- 
quence of inftruding, to a. certain degree,,. she 
body of the nation in the ufe of arms; for if the 
common. people be made only-half foldiers, and 
the gentlemen by a certain degree of application 
become only halt officers; yet by a timely mul 
tiplication of the number of, militia, as well as 
by the rotation prefcribed by the a@, and that fur. 
ther additional difcipline which would refult from 
the militia’s being put into actual fervice, previous 
to an invafion; this country, will have a better 
fecurity againft the calamities of war, than any 
other in the world, Switzerland alone excepted, 
which, as your Lovdlnigs well know, though fi- 
tuated in eS midft of ali the ambitious and turbu- 
lent powers in Europes as the only one which 
maintains its territories free and undifturbed. 
How attonifhing is it then, my Lords, that there 
fhould be men, whofe rank and knowledge fhould 
put them above fuch. prejudices, who maintain, 
that, in a nation, circumftanced like this, a mili- 
tia is dangerous, fomerimes that it is impracticable. 
Even. of your Lordthips order, fome who once 
railed a body of men, nor totally unlike a mili- 
tia, are now become fo very aeaggt OF asto afteé 
to defpife it; imagining, perhaps, that the fafery 
of Britain would again, under fuch dreadful cir- 
cumitances, be better trufted to troops of their 
dependents, raifed on a fuddeny than co thar ge- 
netal effort, which it is but ceafonable to expe 
from.the whole riation, when armed in its defence : 
a refouree which has been cver found to anfwer, 
even in nations far interior xo the Britifh in na. 
tural courage. But, my Lords, if thofe who re- 
meniber the difgrace and diftraétion of the year 
1745, have nor yet learned to with tor fomie far- 
ther fecurity at home, at a timie when we mutt 
fend: forth the greareft part of our armies, for 
the protection of our colonies, or the fupport of 
our allies; I will not flatcér myfelf that I fhall 
* able to prevail with them, sor can I expect 

etter fuccefs from addreiling thofe who have 
drawn no inftruaions of this kind from the e- 
vents of the year 1756: little inferior to the for- 
merin terror and difgrace, tho’ arifing from a dif- 
ferent caufe: for then out whole force being de- 
tained at home, thro’-real or imagined danger, 
our enemies had nearly parla x, ni coloniés ; 
Minorca fell; great Britain imported a foreign ar- 
miy for her protection ; and her flag and character 
funk into the loweft contentpt. What was the 
juftification made ufe of in thofe days? Was it 
not our défencelefs ftate at home? Let me ask, 
Has care been taken to provide for thar defect, 
fhould the events of war (which no man can com. 
mand) bring back that fcene? Or ig our pre- 
fent fecuity, in the midi of our fuccefs, owing 
to any thing but the vigorous meafures (un- 
known in thofe days 1 have mentioned) refulting 
from the fingular intrepidiry of an eminent Indi- 
vidual ? 

The utility of a general militia, with refpe& to 
every operation, is felf-evident. Would you make 
a diverfion on the coaft of France, or a real 
impreflion? If the former,, make two, with ten 
thoufand men each, -you will fcarcely meet an e- 
nemy in both ye. If you mean a real im- 

refuon, fecond your firft by fending ten thou- 
and men more, afid you will not be obliged to 
retire with precipitation in a few days to your 


fhips. In either cafe, theirygrand army is more 


likely to detach, or nor detaching, muft abandon 
their country to your fuperioriry.. If we would 
fupport Prince Ferdinand, as, the means of bring- 
ing the war to a fhorr iflue; who, in thar m4 
had not rather fee him at the head.of an offenfive, 
than a defenfive force? This, as well as every o- 
ther operation, will rettive ftrength and aétiviry 
by the eftablifhment of that medlure which ren- 
ders us fafe athome : and upon the reduction of

milisia is the only eftablifhment; which can pror 
cure to us an ability of doing ourfelves juftice at 
firft, upon a recommencement of hoflilities ; ing 
ftead of being infulred for three years, whilit we 
are getting ready for war. :

how. deep a man of parts may penetrate. inro. a- 
ny {cience, without having firft gone through the 
regular degrees, fo often efteemed by -pedants 
the eflential parts of a man’s education, My 
friend is miuch-.lefs indebted to me than to. our 
adjucant; Mr, Mowat, Who, being efteemed avery 
ood one in the army, is..an authority which I 
eg leave ‘to avail myfelf) of, with {crupulous 
men_ of his profeflion, in favour of, the work. It 
is impoflible for me co cohcludé this dedication 
to your Lordfhips, (the firft indeed I ever. wrote) 
without acknowledging that affiftance whicl the 
militia has received trom the Karthofy and good. 
will with which the rllitaty gentlemen have co- 
operated with it in feyerdl counties, 1 wifh their 
example had been more generally imitated. —How- 
ever, my Lords, wnder all the difcouragemects 
which this national aé has rhet with, thro’ flights, 
delays, and evafions,, on the parts of thofe, whofe 
duty it was to execute this law, with thar zeal 
which becomesevery good and fairhful magittra-e; 
it mutt neverchelefs derive too much ftrength from 
your Lordihips countenance and authori:y ro fail

ROM Port-au-Prince We have advice, that 
Monf. Bompart has direéted, advertifements 
to be put up in feveral parts of Hifpaniola, giv- 
ing notice, that the veffels of his (uadrea will 
take in fugar, indigo; &e. for Old Frante, the 
fhippers giving one thitd for freight. This, how. 
ever, is looked upon as_a finefle, in order to de- 
coy the fhips on this ftation to an uneqnal com- 
at. 

Laft Week the Free-ntafon,-Androiin, 4 floo 
belonging to Kingfton, was taken on the coa 
of Cuba, with go Negroes onboard, bya French 
privateer, 

A privateer floop, manned with Spaniards, but 
commanded by oie Felix, a Frenchman; mount- 
ing 1o carriage guns and 14 {wivels, has lately 
taken feveral prizes of our coaft. On Saturday 
the landed fome nren near Cow-bay, and feized 
nine Negroes belonging to Peer Valette, E{q; 
and three belonging to Mr. De Leon,

with great bacbarity, @ripped ftark, naked, and 
dang ime: boaré, Bai ts he was half drown- 
ed, taken up again, and pat on fhore, without 
a rag on. A few hours after this, alittle above 
Rock-Fort, two boats belonging to Mr. Harper 
ef Port Royal, with eight Negroes, fell a prey 
to this privateer ; one of thefe boars fhe made a 
tender of, and keeping a lictle to the fouthward, 
fent irin along fhore. Capt. Shells having failed 
tarly on Monday morning in his tfloop, from 
Old Marbour for Kingfton was obliged by 
the breeze being too ftrong to bear to wind- 
ward, to anchor near Manatree-bay: he had per- 
ceived the tender fome time edging towards him, 
but fecing by his telefcope, it was a two-mafted 
boat, with three or four Negroes in it, fufpetted 
nothing; bur, upon her coming nearer, hailed 
her, and was anfwered by Mr. Harper’s Negro, 
well. known to Capr. Shells, that they belonged 
+0 Port-Royal, and having loft their anchor, beg 
ged leave to make faft to him, to which he rea- 
dily confentéd. Upon’ their coming along fide, 
Capt. Shells looked over, and, to his great afto- 
nifhment, faw a number of men lying on their 
arms, who inftantly jumping out, fired a volley, 
boarded the floop, and mude themfelves mafters 
of it, a guod prize, haying forty-one Negroes on 
boardy They then bore away for the privateer, 
which they foon came up with, when a ranfom 
was agreed on for the floop, and Mr. Oaks, a 
paffenger, was taken for an hoftage. The priva- 
teer, in her cruize downwards, wok alfo feveral 
Negroes in fifhing boats, and off Old Harbour 
bay, deftroyed old Capr. Jenn-ngs’s turtling nets, 
and put him and fome others on fhore on one 
of the defart iflands, and abafed them very much, 
becaufe they had not any Negroes with them: 
bur by means of fome rafts they made, they got 
down to another ifland, nearer Old Harbour, 
from whence they were happily taken off by a 
boar going thither. 

On Tuefday laft the fame privateer landed fome 
men at Milk-river, at a wharf belonging to the 
Hon. Joh Scort, Efq; on which there were both 
rum and fugar; they however meddled: with nei- 
ther, but feized three negroes, and fiript Mr. 
-M‘Kane of his watch, ten ‘piftoles, and fhoe- 
buckles, and departed. ~ 

A floop well armed was fent out on Monday 
-after this bold adventurer, but returned without 
fuccefs, And on Wednefday an armed f{chooner 
failed in purfuit of her, which we hope will be 
fortunate enough to-meet with her, and make her 
refund. tr 

LOND O N. 

According to fome accounts from Quebeck, the 
French had fent two frigates, of 36 guns each, fo 
far up the river St: Laurence, that ‘none of 
our men of war’ could venture to follow 
with fafery. bur that feveral of the tranfports well 
armed were fenr-after them, and it was thought

A letter from Paris of the 26thof Ofober fays, 
“ The more we attend ro the lofs of Quebec, 
und the confequences that may refult from it, the 
‘greater is our confternation, and the greater alfo 
-is the eagernefs of the court to take revenge on 
England. Highly irritated ‘at being beat both 
cby fea and by land, the King twice aflem- 
‘bled his council upon receiving the difagreeable 
-news; and told his minifters: ‘© That there was 
“no medium, either’ each. of them negle@ed the 
affairs of his deparrment; or he was betrayed 
‘both by his Generals. by land, and by his Admi- 
wxals: by fea: That asthe whole hiftory of France 
rwas filled with the grophies and vitctories gained 
by his predeceffors over their enemies, his Majefty 
‘and the whole French nation would be covered with 


fhame: and confufion, and be the objeéts of -con- | 


tempt to all pofteriey, ifefficacious meafures fhould 
‘not be taken to humble the pride of his‘enemies : 
thar it behoved them, therefore, to make: vigo- 
rous efforts, that in‘a couple of months, noronl 
the checks he had fuffered, might be repairad, 
bur allo fuch a blow be given ‘to the Britith ifles, 
as fhould oblige Englund to agree to a peace.

A private letrer fromthe Hague, by the laft mail, 
dated the 2d inftant, fays, “ We are impatient 
to ‘know what avfwer will be given to the Count 
d’Affray’s memorial, ‘prefented on the 19th, This 
affair was brought on the carpet in the laft af- 
fembly of the States; but I know notwhat re- 
folution was taken. Meanwhile, perfons, who 
pretend to have good intelligence, fay, that no 
pofitive anfwer will be given to the Ambaflador, 
but thar the cannon and warlike ftores will be 
privately fent to the place of their deftination.”’ 

A letter fromthe Hague,’ of the 3oth ult. fays, 
“« Our deputies having received frefh inftructions 
with a memorial annexed to them, in confequence 
of the refolution of the States of Holland and Wett- 
Friefland, of the: 8th of September, prefented the 
Memorial on the 18th inftant; the fubftance of 
it is, * That the Republick being led both by in- 
* tereft and by inclination, to defire'a renewal 
- of that good harmony which has always fubfitted 
between the two nations, moft fincerely wifhes 
that their differences might be determined as 

foon as poflible: that their High Mightinefles 

have readily agreed to every meafure propoted 
for thar end ;- burthat the Britifh Miniftry would 
never pay any régard to their reprefentations, 
fince they always refufed to give an an{wer in 
writing: and thetefore they intreated his Bri- 
tannick Majefty and ‘this Miniftry to give atren- 
tion to the jaft’ cémplaits of the fubjedts of the 

Republick; thattheir High Mightineffes asked on- 
ly thae: their <firbjéets might have the free enjoy- 

ment of the’ treaties between the two States, 

particularly that ‘of “1674, which is the bafis 
of the refpettive differences and claims.’ 

« Jeis affuréd’ that France is determined to 
make a defcent in Ireland or inScotland, and that 
the Duke d’Aiguillon is ready to put to fea; ne- 
verthélefs' we can {earce believe this news, as we 
know that the court of London has given fuch 
orders to its Admitals, that it will be impoffible 
for the French’ to undertake any thing of im- 
portance.’ 

We are informed that a perfon in South Caro- 
lina hath difeovered an herb that will make 
indigo to dye a beautiful red. He requires a 
handfome fum from the publick to difcover his 
decret; which will doublets be chearfully granted, 
if the fample which isexpected foon in London 
anfwers his promifes, as {uch a difcovery would 
confiderably extend our cotton and linen manu- 
factures. 

The King of Portngal has extirpated all the Je- 
fuits from his kingdom, and none}{are to be re- 
admitied but by fpecial licence. 

The enemies of Mr. Silhouette at Paris, a 
mongft other fuggeftions to the prejudice of his 
fyftem, have advanced one that makes a great 
impreffion: they fay, that by the new taxes, he 
has rendered living in France fo hard to the low- 
er fort of people, sand by dettroying all conf 
dence in the’ government, has fo chagrined 
people that have money, that, in all probabiliry, 
numbers of the former will retire wherever they 
can get bread, and almoft all the latter will con- 
vey their valuable effects where the may be turn- 
ed into cafh, and employed in «f purchafe of 
funds, where they maybe {afe. 

If Capt. Thuror, with his little {quadron, who 
is put into Gottenburgh, is kept there abotr a 
month longer by fome of our men of war, they 
will find it a hard matter to go upon any expe- 
dition till the ice be open there, which is gene- 
rally in March. ; 

The brave General Wolfe’s death, tho’ moft 
unfortunate for his country, was, with refpe& to 
himfelf, not more glorious as to the manner, 
than happy as to the time, of it. We are af- 
fured that he was fo grievoufly afflied with the 
ftone and gravel, that he had determined to re- 
fign his comnifffion, on his return to England, 
as his excruciating pain rendered him incapable 
of difcharging what he thought the duties of his 
command.

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and that 6f Colonel Townfhend, it may be feeq 
what dangers-they had to encounter, what diffi. 
culties to furmount, and though they fhare little 
in forming the plan of operations, | fomething, 
fure, is due to thofe whofe perfeverance and coy. 
rage carried it into execution; in a campaign fo 
hazardous and tedions.

Yefterday the Right Honourable the Houfe of 
Peers waited on his Majefty at St. James’s, with 
their addrefs of thanks for his moft gracious 
fpeech. ; 

The Swan, Farley, is arrived at Dover from 
NewYork in twenty-five days, bound to Ham- 
burgh. She brings an account thar General Am- 
herft has paffed the Lake Champlain, had made 
himfelf mafter of a)l the French veflels on that 
Jake, had taken Sr. John’s fort withont oppofition, 
and was marching forward to Montréal. 

The Royal William and the Captain were both 
sdrove afhore at the time the Terrible was in fo 
much danger; but being ftrong fhips, received 
little damage.

The Glafgow man of war is appointed convoy 
to the trade for Jamaica, to fail the 15th inftane 
from Portfmouth, waiting 24 hours afier the 
wind is fair for the fhips from the Downs. The 
next general convoy appointed for the Welt- 
Indies is appointed for the 31ft of December; 
and we hear that Admiral Holmes is appointed 
to go. 

By a letter from Portfmouth we learn, that the 
Terrible, of 74 gun, had been loft in the river 
St. Lawrence, on the roth of laft month, but for 
an expedient of one of her warrant officers, 
who, when fhe drove from all her anchors, by 
the incredible rapidity of the ebb ar the ifland of 
Coudre, ‘propofed the making of an anchor fuf- 
ficient to hold her, fuch an one as he remembred 
to have feen, when he was a very young gentle- 
man, on board his Majefty’s fhip Cenrurion, un- 
der the command of Commodore Anfon. Every 
body being at a lofs what to do, but make fig- 
nals of diftrefs, his propofal was accepted, and 
carried into execution in good time, while the 
Terrible furprifingly rid by getting foul of a 20 
gun fhip’s cable, after the violence of the tide 
was abated. This anchor was made by fecuring 
one of the fhip’s cannon to two fmall anchors, 
the others being all broke, as when the cables 
were hove in. Whether there had been any ne- 
gleé& in the making of thofe anchors, is an en- 
quiry that will doubtlefs be made by fome who 
“atte the good of the fervice of their country at 

eart.
